I am  confident  that  you  will  do 
what  is  necessary  to  ensure  the  continued  success  of  your  great 
nation . 

Although  the  financial  crisis  has  become  global  and  has 
seriously  affected  us,  both  our  countries  have  been  able  to  take 
steps  to  continue  co-operation  in  various  areas  and  maintain  the 
historic,  traditional  and  close  ties  that  our  nations  have 
enjoyed  over  the  years. 

Please  accept,  Mr.  President,  my  best  wishes  for  the  continued 
prosperity  of  your  nation  and  I cherish  the  hope  that  the  warm, 
friendly  relations  shared  between  our  countries  will  grow  from 
strength  to  strength.
